«iation a year ago after an «xhauativ» in¬
vestigation of practically all the medical

ola In this country.

attacked the present day doctor and sur¬

geon of the tai-Va hospitals as lneflVient
and In m;» s not wen sdaeated,
either for -sion or in a general
way. There waJ a great lack of facilities
and privilege« offered to medical student*
by the hospitals, where they should gat
their principal training, lie said, and, on
